I.  A  General  Intelligence  OfBce,  to  enable  the  friends  of  the  sick  and 
wounded  to  find  tlicm  out,  and  to  facilitate  communication  with  the  Army^ 
is  hereby  established.  Military  Commanders  and  Surgeons  will  afford  all 
the  means  in  their  power  to  promote  the  ends  of  its  establishment, 

II.  Medical  Officers,  taken  prisoners  of  war  by  the  Armies  of  the 
Confederate  States,  will  be  immediately  and  unconditionally  discharged. 

III.  The  govenimcnt  of  the  United  States  having  recognized  tho  prin- 
ciple that  Medical  Officers  should  not  be  held  as  prisoners  of  war,  and 
Laving  ordered  the  immediate  and  unconditional  release  of  all  Medical 
Officers  so  hold,  all  Medical  Officers  of  the  Confederate  States  now  ou 
parole  are  hereby  discharged  from  their  parole. 

IV.  Paragraph  II,  General  Orders,  No.  31,  current  series,  is  so  modi- 
Ced  as  to  designate  Augusta,  Georgia,  as  the  point  from  which  bread- 
«tuffs  may  bo  tran-sported  to  Jackson,  Mississippi,  and  to  which  ship, 
jiuiuts  of  sugar  and  molasses  may  be  made  from  Jackson,  MississippL
